theastern part of Clarke County, twenty. 


four miles Northeast from Portland, and it is located on the Columbia 
River. In the distance can be seen the snow covered peak of Mt. Hood and 
the river lazily winding its way to the never ending ocean. Far back on 
either side mountains are covered with trees that stretch their giant 
tops upward, and so we say, “Camas is nestled among the firs.” 

During the early history of our town it was called La Camas. This 
name is original as La means “the” and Camas means “root.” This root 


was an herb that was used as a food in the early days by the Indians. The 


name has since been shortened and our town is now called Camas. 


The La Camas Colony Company, representing H. L. Pittock and W. P. 
McFall, purchased land on which the town is located, also. water power 
site and practically all the land around La Camas Lake and Round Lake, 
in the early summer of 1883. Near the foot of Round Lake, they erected 
a mill which was used to saw out lumber for the buildings in La Camas 
and for the first paper mill. This paper mill consisted of a three story 
n structure of eighty feet by one hundred and thirty-two feet and 
a two story structure of fifty-six feet by one hundred and fifty-six feet, 
besides sheds, a boiler house and other buildings. This mill was com- 
menced in the spring of 1884 and completed in the spring of 1885. 

In November 1886, the buildings were completely destroyed by fire. 
The present mill was rebuilt and commenced making paper in the fall of 
1887. Other additions and improvements have been added since. 

The first. store was opened by A. E. MacMaster in August 1883, in à 
fourteen feet by twenty feet room, in the front of the building now used 
as a boarding house, directly East of the present store of MacMaster and 
Company, on Third Street. Another store was opened by C. H. Hodges, 
who commenced business in 1884, in a small building now destroyed, on 
the Southeast corner of Fourth and Clark Street. 

The first church erected was the buliding which is now used by the 
Presbyterians, and it was occupied in the year 1887. The Evangelica 
Denomination built the second church in 1887, and it is still in use by 
the German Lutherans. In addition, there are now the Baptist, Catholic, 
Methodist and Christian churches. 

The first school house was a small box building situated on lot seven, 
bloek thirty-three. Elizabeth MacMaster, who is now Mrs. A. Duffin, was 
the first and only teacher of that small group of children. Many years 
have passed since then; and it was in January 1913 that our high school 
building was completed, and she now stands as a monarch of all overlook-

ing the entire valley. At present there are eighteen teachers, including 
the superintendent. The total enrollment of pupils is five hundred and 
twenty, and the estimated population of Camas is eighteen hundred. 

| The first post office in this vicinity was situated at Washouga!, as boats 
did not stop here. The first La Camas postmaster awas A. F. Mills, who 
had his oflice in the store which was owned by A. E. MacMaster. 

The captain of the first steamer, Calliope, that ran between La Camas 
and Portland, was Captain Joe Burgy. The Calliope made tri-weekly trips. 
At that time the only way to travel was by boat. Starting at seven or 
eight o'clock in the morning it practically took two days to make the trip, 
that is, one going and one coming. Included in this two-day trip there 
was left only about five or six hours to spend in Portland. The fare was 
a dollar each way. The Calliope landed quite a distance below where the 
paper mil 's saw mill is located. At present the two boats running are the 
Jesse Harkins, which carries passengers, and the Ione, which carries both 
passengers and freight. 

‘the Spokane, Portland and Seattle Railroad was completed and started 
running, May 1908. During the building of the railroad, especially when 
ihe construction of the railroad neared Camas, it was a general zzthering 
p ace for every day of the week. Оп Sundays grouped pai‘ies were 
gathered everywhere near the track or the vicinity near by, and it was 
the regular road for all afternoon walks. It is impossible to imagine the 
dense cowd and the excitement which reigned over all when the first train 
went through! It is conceded by the railroad men that this railroad is 
one of the best constructed roads in the United States. Mr. Hill, a great 
rai road magnate, offered a wager that he could run a train from Pasco to 
Vancouver without power. This goes to show that there is a slight con- 
tinual down grade. 

Within the last few years we have had some city improvements and 
additions. The street improvements have added a great deal to the looks 
of our town as well as to the sanitary conditions. In 1914, the children's 
playground was fitted up with swings, teeter-totters and sand boxes. This 
playground has given the children an opportunity of spending many happy 
hours. | 

Our industrious town of Camas is situated on one of the most beautiful 
locations, and is surrounded by an unlimitable area of evergreen trees. 
The modern improvements, our high school building, which speaks well 
for our town, the interest taken by all students, and the ambitious atti- 
tude of every citizen arouses the jealousy of our neighboring towns.
